WRECK OF THE-NOVA SOOTIAN 
BARQUE ‘TRANSIT,’ 

Tho Straits Times of 22nd ulto, soys :— 
The Sruywongse, which.: artived hora on 
"Fhureday, brought tho master and crew of 
the Nova. Scutian . barque ~ Transit (855 | 
tons), which vessel wadssrocked while on | 
a go. from Singapore to Hongkong. 
The log book ofthe Transit showe thut on‘ 
the: 8th January last she left Singapore 
laden with timber and ‘shaped, her course 
to the Enstward for Hongkong. Every- 
thing went well until Fobruary 17th, when 
the vessol was in Lat. 2740 N. Long 122°; 
33°E. At 10.30 p.m. the ship was under 
sail, going through the water at about 54 
knots per-hour, The: lockout man saw 
something white on the water, thinking 
at the time it was the moon shining 
through the clouds. To geta better look 
ahead, ho jumped on tho fore stay and 
sang out something, and immediately 
afterwards: the ship struck on a sunken 
reof, Soundings wote takon: at the 
stem found no bottom at 20 fathoms, at 
the fore rigging soundings gave 18 fathoms. 
Soon afterwards the stip backed off, | 
her pumps were tried, and she wos found 
to be making water freely. At 6 p.m. 
on the 18th Fob., jthere was 94 feot of 
water in the hold,,and at 10.30 a.m. 
the noxt day, the sounding gave 12 fect 
with the vessel rollizxy terribly. Fearing 
that the ship might roll over entirely, the 
boats were hauled up,’ provisioned, and 
watered (tho long boat’s.stern was'’smashed 
while getting her alongside), and after the 
vessel had been hove to under lower top- 
sails, she was abandoned. Her position was 
then Lat. 2°02’ N., Long. 130°02’ BE. The 
Hboats Iny by her till 6 p.m, on the 19th 
Keb , when the skipper and bis mate ven- 
tured on board and found the water within 
3 foot of the upper deck. At 10 p.m., she 
rolled over and disappeared, with the ax. 
coption of a small portion of her stem, 
which was sup) was kept above water 
by tho air inside her.
